ING THE PRESS. 

J. SUMMARY. ORA REGIME FORCES MAINTAINED AN INCREASED 
STATE OF ALERT DURING THE EXTENOEO IO-E-A2HA HOLIOAVS 
IN LATE SEPTEMBER/EARLY OCTOBER. WHILE RESISTANCE 
INCIDENTS IN AND AROUND KABUL REMAINEO AT A HIGH LEVEL, 
THERE HAS NO SIGNLE DRAMATIC MUJAHIOEEN ACTION IN 
KABUL AS "NIGHT LETTERS" CIRCULATED EARLIER tIN THE 
MONTH HAO IMPLIED. SOVIET PERSONNEL MERE ATTACKED IN 
THE HEART OF KABUL EARLY IN THE KEEK AND TWO SOVIET 
JEEPS BOMBED IN THE USUALLY TRANQUIL SHARE N.AU 
NEIGHBORHOOD BEFORE CURFEW ON OCTOBER J. 

M. THE COMMANDER OF THE CENTRAL CORPS, GENERAL WOOUO 
(PANJSHERI) WAS SHOT IN HIS MINISTRY OF NATIONAL 
OEFENSE OFFICE ON SEPTEMBER 29. VARIOUS RUMORS ATTRIBUTE 
HIS DEATH TO SUICIDE, FACTIONAL FIGHTING WltHJM THE 
PDPA, A PERSONAL VENDETTA, OR A MUJAHIDEEN ASSASSINA- 
TION. AT THIS POINT IT APPEARS MORE LIKELY THAT HE TOOK 
HIS OWN LIFE.

THERE WERE CLASHES BETWEEN MUJAHIDEEN ANO GOVERNMENT

SEARCHED BY SOVIET TROOPS WHO RELIEVEO THE VILLAGERS

7. KABUL ATMOSPHERICS. FOR MOST KABUL RESIDENTS, THE 
PROLONGED HOLIDAYS CELEBRATING THE IO-E-AZHA IN LATE 
SEPTEMBER WERE A TIME TO BE BE REUNITED WITH FAMILY AND 
FIREN05 AND TO TRY TO FORGET THE WAR. WHILE A FESTIVE 
MOOO WAS SUSTAINEO THROUGHOUT THE WEEK, DRA REGIME 
FORCES REMAINED ON HEIGHTENED ALERT ANO RESISTANCE IN- 
CIDENTS IN AND AROUNO KABUL CONTINUEO AT A HIGH LEVEL. 
HOWEVER, THERE WAS NO SINGLE MAJOR DRAMATIC MUJAHIDEEN 
ACTION IN THE CAPITAL AS PROMISED IN "NIGHT LETTERS, - 
CIRCULATED IN EARLY SEPTEMBER. THERE OOES SEEM TO HAVE 
BEEN AN INCREASE IN ACTIONS AGAINST INDIVIDUAL SOVIETS. 
ON SEPTEMBER 27 PASSERSBY SAW TWO PRESUMABLY SOVIET 
BODIES LYING IN THE STREET IN FRONT OF THE KABUL HOTEL 
BEFORE SOVIET TROOPS CORDONED OFF THE AREA. THIS 
AREA IS CONSIDERED ONE OF THE SAFEST IN KABUL WHICH IS 
PRESUMABLY WHY THE MAJORITY OF THE ROOMS IN THE KABUL 
HOTEL HAVE BEEN TAKEN OVER BY SOVIET MILITARY AND CIVIL- 
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IAN PERSONNEL. SOVIETS WERE ALSO ATTACKED IN AN OCTOBER 
3 BOMBING INCIOENT IN SHARE NAU OESCRIBED BELOW. 
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fl. COMMANDER OF CENTRAL CORPS IS OEAO. GENERAL ABDUL WOOUD
